A short distance frora<lbe market Is Jackson 


Square, an open-park :sucb as any one of the 
many, scattered through Philadelphia. In the 
centre is a counterpart or rit&slrnllo °f tHC 


equestrian statue of General Jackson in front 
of the White House at Washington. Tlie rider 
gracefully sits his horse, which Is thrown upon 
his launches and stands so poised upon his 
hind feet, tliat it would seem the slender anklus 
must break -under the great weight of metal. 
The Sl»ell road, affording a fashionable drive of 
rtrverml rRHysi Into the Country, 1* mSde'of small 
•h<'lls, and th6Sgh" running through swampy 
gnimd, is a firm; hard, and splendid dri%-e. 
Tl« cemeteries are numerous, helonRinjf separ- 
at*!ly to tlw Catholics, J iws, aud'Odd Follow*, 
Owing to the nature of the ground, burial in 
graves Is iinnsun), the Intcrmunts generally be- 
liiu made In vaults or tombs built entirely above 
ground, of white marble, the walls sufficiently 
thick to admit of the length of a full-grown per- 
son, or rather tho walls-ar* a'plle of succession 
of arctad cells, into which the ^corpse is- placed 
feet foremost and forever sealed or built in, tlw 
whole offt'Ct being that of villages of marble 
houses. The Metairie race-ground Js a very 
popular place of resort, and Is noted for tlie fine 
slock run upon It. Lake Ponehartrain, six 
miles north of the city, an enlargement of flie 
A mite river, one of the many branches flowing 
out of tine Mississippi, Is bn^itiful,'placid, and 
blue, tho water having lost its muddy condition 
since It left its parent stream. The steam cars 
run frequently to it, and a steamer daily crosses 
a« a part of the route to Mobile, making the 
ti ip to that city in twelve hours. 


The fishing craft, with their white sails and 


rcd-shirted fislienncn, are in groat numbers, 
and with tho pleasure boats make it quite a 
lively scene. 


Live Oaks is the name applied to a patcli or 


Held a short distance out of the city, reserved 
as a future park, and covered with live oak 
tioes of large growth, with tlie long, sweeping 
moss banning from their limbs and branches to 
the ground. 


The cathedra), the Jesuit church, and others 


with great variety of architecture, complete the 
objects of interest, except the largo budding for 
the manufacture of Ice, which should have been 
mentioned on the approach to tlw city. It Is a 
very 'arSe frame building in tlw northern out- 
skirts, and here, by tho process of evaporation 
so ably explained and illustrated by Dr. Rodgers 
in his lecture in Philadelphia, ice is made in 
midsummer for the supply of the city, of greater 
density and better properties for keeping than 
tbe natutal ice of Boston and Nova Scotia. 


1 have now relnted alt I can recall of what I 


saw and lieaid in New Orleans, and as Uie sea- 
sou fur yellow fover is approaching, I will 
hasten to get on my way northwmd, and have 
but little to relate of the up river rifle excopt 
llie largo amount of rafts, stationary accumu- 
lation* of trees, logs, timber and lumber gath- 
ered at many points, and which sometimes 
prove a source of serious inconvenience to our 
steamer. The greater danger arises from the 
single tress tliat have been washed from the 
shores, dragged out into the channel, and finally 
rested on some shoal, the roots imbedded in

under great pressure of steam, has, without 
warning, a great bicuch made in hur bottom, 
anil before anything can bo done to save il, the 
vessel, with its cargo of freight and passengers, 
is forever $.>ne from sight.

Her funeral pall at Florence projected its 


sombre shadow across the Atlantic, ^arkejjiiig 
many a household where she was loved as a 
friend by those wlio knew her only as a poet. 
Many a liearth-stone suffered eclipse which had 
only're-echoed the music of her song, and. bit- 
ter tears were shod that were not distilled from 
kindred blood. Nor arc we surprised af all 
this when we consider tlie widn range of her 
sympathies, and the compass of her poetical 


Among; Hie many Meccas of pilgrimage tliat 


will attract the footsteps of the traveler in Italy, 
lie of the pilgrim's staW and scallop shell will 
often turn sisidc, it may be. to muse amidst the 
sacred picciticts of Santa Crore. in the " City of 
Flowers." Hut not Santa (Jroce, with its wealth 
of centuries, its sepulchral slabs and eloquent 
maibles, that speak of Altai and Aiicliacl An- 
geio, of Machiavel, Aretino, and Galileo; nor 
yet the colossal cenotaph, "something more 
than a monument, something less than a grave," 
the.to'dy tiibute of his uugiatei'ul Florence 
to tflfgreat high-priest of Italian son?, who 
still slcups upon tlie sea-slioro at Ravenna—noL 
all these wilt lend the English or American 
tourist to forget the humbler claims of a sweet- 
er though loss classic spot just outside of the 
Porta Pltiti. 


Tlic Protestant cemetery at Florence can 


boast of nothing grand but nature and its saint- 
ed dead. No pyramid of Caius Cestius, car- 
rying us back to'the days of Augustus, citsts iU 
sombre shadow athwart its simple monuments; 
but jcneath its daisied turf are sleeping sonic 
whose names were not "will in water," and 
overhead is the same tenderly blue sky that en- 
doinus the final resting place of Keats and Shelley 
in th« Pioteustant burial-ground at IJomo. In 
truth, it can scarcely be said to hnvn a history, 
and furnishes but scanty materials for e\en u 
lusty sketch. 


As already intimated, the cemetery is situate 


a short distance out of the Ports Plnti, upon a 
slight eminence, with a gentle slope toward the 
main entrance. The grounds were purchased 
by voluntary subscription, and laid out under 
the auspices" of the Keformed Swiss Church in 
1828. They are now under the direction of 
a committee composed of Swiss, German and 
English Protestants. In consequence of the 
removal of the mcdiuoval walls, the cemetery is 
now embraced within the city limits, and fur- 
ther interments arc forbidden by law, or only 
permitted by suil'crance. It is still, ho\vc\cr, 
preserved as a public square, for the inclosing 
aud beautifying of which, in its piwnt ellipti- 
cal form, tho nuuiicipuHty of Florence is said to 
have contributed the liberal sum of eighty thou- 
sand francs. You enter, from the east, through 
a spacious arched gateway into an inner court, 
in the rear of which Is the sexton's lodge, and 


more readily seen by a look at a map that I 
shall past all that by and go at once to St. Louis, 
on the west bank of tlie river, 1200 miles from 
New Orleans, and perhaps ICO miles by river 
from Cairo1; but I will leave the description of 
that for my nert.

There is a local tradition that the son of one 


of the memben of tho original committee who 
laid out the grounds one day accompanied his 
father as lie repaired thithei with a view of 
giving directions to the workmen. Charmed 
by the beauty of the spot ami its still more 
bcautifu! surroundings, he suddenly turned to 
his father, and said, "if I die, I wish to he 
buried Arrr," accompanying the request by a 
significant gesture with his foot. On returning 
home, as if stricken by the beauty of his now 
found gates to Paradise, he sickened and died, 
and within fifteen days was buried in the pre- 
cise spot ho had selected but a fortnight before. 
Wht'tbcr the tradition be authentic or net, 
you instinctively feel that it deserves to be true, 
as you repeat mentally, if not audibly, what 
Keats said of it* sister cemetery at Rome, 
that "it would make one in lo\e with death to 
be hurled iti so sweet a place.'1 


Among the monuments, tho most prominent 


feature is tlic beautiful marble' column, sur- 
mounted by a cross of the same mat<U'ial,-occu- 


ying the .summit of the grounds!. It was the 
Ift of Frederick William of Prussia, 'who, pass- 
ng through Florence and visiting the cemetery 
11857, caused it {4 be erectud in the place of 
10 black wooden cross that formerly notified 
tc pusser-by that this was a sleeping-place for 
lie dead. Fiom this point you can catch fugi- 
ivc glimpses of the surrounding scenery, which 


charming. On the west are the stately pala- 


es of the princely quarter of Principe Amcdeo; 
n the north the heights of Fiesole, with their 
cautiful gardens, and elegant, villas, and mon- 
.stcry-crowncd summit; while to the south 
es the city of Floiencc, \\itli its churches 
ml convents, its, belfries and towers, over and 
rtjove which looms up the fanions Campanile of 
riotto, and, as tho crowning glory of them 
U, the wondrous dome of Brunelleschi. Tho 
oluir.u bcais the following appropriate iuscrip- 
ion : 


genius, running through the entire diapason of 
human joys and sorrows. With her own lialf- 
suppressad sympathles'evcr struggling to free 
themselves front the strange entanglement of 
her verse, she was the elect interpreter of those 
dreamy, shadowy experiences that float dimly 
in human eVmsciousness, and only become visi- 
ble, like characters in invisible ink, beneath tlie 
glowing breath of poetic inspiration. 


One cannot but regret, that the poetess coulil 


not have lived to sec the final consummation oi 
Italian unity and independence, for which, hop- 
ing against hope, she had waited and Jooked 
and prayed so long. The voice of a little child, 
singing beneath her window in the Via Magglo, 
O bflla Liberia, was the prophetic twittering of 
the first adventurous swallow announcing tlie 
advent cf spring. Would that she might have 
seen those spring-time prophecies unfold intc 
glorious summer fulfillment! As she lookec 
through the Casa Guidi windows and saw 
the stately procession and retrocession of polit- 
cal events, how her heart sank and rose will 
the ebb and flow of the political tides ! Now 
we see her hand in hand with tbe Florentine 
child, singing, Bella Liberia; and now strew 
ing her violets-with the rest upon the pavcmcu 
where Savonarola, for his testimony against tin 
corruptions of Rome, suffered unto blood and 
burning. On some new accession of popular 
freedom she shouts her vieas along with the in- 
toxicated populace as they march in procession, 
between double files offices at the gayly deco- 
rated windows, n ith floating banners and mar- 
tial music; while even blind men 
. 
" Tattered with their stave*, and nlid their slides 
Along the stones, and smiled as If tUoy saw," 


Then comes the terrible reaction, and she is 
plunged into inconsolable grief as she sees the 
naked heart of her own beloved Italy palpitat- 
ing beneath the iron hoof of Austria, while Ital- 
ian democrats, in black velvet, "chalked the 
walls with bloody caveats," shook their swords 
within the sheath, and fired their muskets in 
the air "to show that \ictory] was theirs cf 
right." 


It is meet that she should be buried liere on 


the banks of the golden Aruo, in the beautiful 
suburbs of her adopted Florence. 
The true 


poet, as a citizen of the world, can sleep well 
under any sod. But to Mrs. Browning Florence 
was soint-Uiini; more than a city of sojourn. 
Italy seem? almost to have supplanted England 
in her affections, as indicated by the frequent 
occurrence of such fervid phrases as, "Jtaly, 
mv Italy," "my Tuscans," and "this Florence 
(fours."" VictorEmanunl is "the king of us 
all;" while her son, her bine-eyed prophet, is 
" my own young Florentine." 


It* is not difficult in this ghostly presence to 


evoke her frail and delicate form from out tho

There is 
not such another figure in the world, and hor 
black ringlets cluster down into her neck, and 
make her face, look the whiter by their sable 
profusion/'

But for this 
old man, with the 'inexplicable fancy.' He 
could not have taken a fancy to you, for that 


during the pauses' of sleep, going the rounds of 
his pai'ish, and visiting in a visionary way his 
parishioners and fronds. Meanwhile he is 
standing " up to his chin in his grave." 


And yet, all through those weary months of 


his last illness, though comparing himself as 
sitting at the entertainments of his friends like 
the coffin at the Egyptian feasts, or as only fit 
to sit as a model for St. Jerome taking his last 
communion, he is cheetful nevertheless, and 
even jocose, his<letters and convei sation brim- 
ming with humor and sparkling with wit. Im- 
patient at times, when he remembered how 
much was to be done, nnd that now he could 
" do nothing but cough," tempted at others 
with the thought of knocking at earth's gate 
with his staff, exclaiming, "Liebe Mutter, let 
me in! " there is not an hour, scarcely a mo- 
ment, of sadness. Looking forward to death 
with calmness ami composure,. watching the 
ebb and flow of,his cough, minutely observing 
his symptoms, and detailing tlie progressive 
steps of his disease, as if I* were the physician 
and not tlie patient—there was someting in all 
this so germain to a Christian trust and resig- 
nation that one is almost tempted to believe 
that Bishop Warburtou's definition of ortho- 
doxy, if something less than truth, was some- 
tiling more than a jest: 
"Orthodoxy, my 


lord, is my doxy; heterodoxy is somebody 
else's doxy." 


Even tlie daisies that prow so luxuriantly 


over his head seem instinct with something of 
his sleepless eneigy, and you can almost credit 
his dying ftmcy that he would leave his grave 
and weop at the hour of Sunday service of the 
Twenty-eighth, like tlie mother in the German 
legend, v>ho, dying in childbed, left her grave, 
for nine weeks, every night, and came to the 
ttradlu-sirie of her baby and wept. About a 
month before his death Lc wrote to a friend : 


" Above nil things elso I have sought to tench the 
true idea of man, of God, of religion, with its truth*, 
its duties, iiudjo)!,. 1 never fought tor myself, nor 
against n private foe, but have gone into the lint tut 
oPthe nineteenth century, and followed tho rlna oi 
humauitv.

In tlic radiant light of that luminous sentence 


he silent city of the dead ia so transfigured that 
t requires-not the fervid imagination of a Jean 
'aul Richter to transform its very graves into 
he "foot-prints of the nngol of eternal life." 
Then, too, the sombre cypresses that, nod »o 
majestically overhead, though they strike their 
roots deep into the earthly mould of iiiany a 
sepulchre, rear their tnpurinp spires up into the 
cloudless infinite above, as, if they would some- 
low link our mortal mouldering remains with 
eternal youth and immortal beauty. 


The two principal avenues, intersecting each 


other at right angles, divide the cemetery i"to 
lour rectangular plots, which are bordered with 
hedges of box-wood, and decorated vnth ever- 
jreens and flowering slu-ulis. The monuments 
are for the most part simple and chaste in de- 
sign, with few, if any, bizarre inscriptions. 
Some are really beautiful, realizing the true 
conception of a sepulchral monument—an elegy 
in marble. We fail to observe that tendency, 
so visible in an Italian campo santo, to perpet- 
uate by means of armorial or other devices in 
th« invidious distinctTona of this life beyond the 
grave, as if wealth and nobility had any exclu- 
sive privileges ituder-grouftd, where bond and' 
mortgages avail not, and aristocracy is a jest. 
Among the more notable monuments are those 
of Sir George Hamilton, English minister to the 
court of Tuscany, of General William Sewell, 
Colonel Thomas Stibbert, and George Augus- 
tus Wallis. There Is one, too, which, if I mis- 
take not, will recall bitter memories of our late 
civil war—that of Jeflerson Page, of Virginia, 
major of artillery, who died in ,18(J4. 


Hut to the English and American tourist the 


Protestant cemetery, at Florence means the 
final resting-place of Mra. Browning and Theo- 
dore Parker. At least it was so with us. So, 
after wandering about among tho graves with- 
out finding what we sought, we inquired for the 
sexton. We soon learned that the former in- 
cumbent, who would have been worth a score 
or two of guide-books, had been recently dis- 
charged for neglect of duty, and that his suc- 
cessor knew nothing of the real or legendary 
history of the place, and but little of its dis- 
tinguished dead. A faxcn-haired, blue-eyed 
peasant gitii, an unmistakable exotic in this 
sunny clime, ,recognizing us instinctively as 
Americans, relieved our embarrassment by 
proposing to act as our cicerone,, and, at once 
pointed out to us the graves first sought out by 
all English and American tourists. 


Here, in the beloved land of her adoption, 


lies Elizabeth Barrett Browning, the first fc- 
male poet of ours, if not of any age, 


'< With » wound in her breart, , 
And n flower In her band, 
> 
And » grave-stone under her head." ' 


On the morning of the. 20th of Jnna, eleven 
years ago as we write, her beautiful life had a 
beautiful close. At the mystic veil grew lumi- 
nously transparent, her face s became radiant, 
as it %-We that of oogel, .and UIMe ,,silent; 


Of shining jasper gloomed at morn and eve 
By countR-m knees of earnest auditors, 
And crystal «iiUs, too lucid to perceive, 
That none may take the measure of tho plnco 
And say, ' .So Tor the porphyry, then the Hint— 
To this'mark mercy goes, and there ends grace, 
Though still JUc permeable eiystafs hint

The monument of Mrs. Browning, (hough 


beautiful in design, is painfully suggestive of an 
unstable equilibrium. It consists of a sarcoph- 
agus of white marble of mciVixval form, support- 
ed by six composite columns resting upon an 
ornamental base, the whole protected by a stone 
border surmounted by an iron rail. One end 
of the sarcophagus is decorated wit h a lyre in 
bass-relief, while on one side*is a medallion of 
the poetess, with the simple inscription, 


K. B. n. 
on. 1861. 


Other inscription tlicro is none, but upon the 
facade ofCasa Gnidi, in Via Maggio, where the 
poetess lived and died, the municipality of 
Florence, in grateful recognition of her genius, 
as wtll as of her active sympathy in behalf of 
the cause of Italian unity and independence, 
making a " golden bond between England and 
Italy," has caused to be placed the following 
inscription in Italian:

Whatever views we may entertain of Theo- 


dore Parker -as the champion of that liberal 
Christianity of which Charming was tbe apostle, 
it is difficult to stand over his grave and read 
the simple inscription upon his tombstone 
without a passing tribute to his memory as a 
man and a philanthropist. In doubt himself at 
times whether as a theologian lie helped or hin- 
dered men the more, few, if any, entertain a 
doubt as to the value of his services in temper- 
ance, anti-slavery, and other humanitarian 
causes. He proclaimed n revolution when it 
required the courage 'of a martyr to do it. Nor 
can we forget that while Sunnier was stricken 
down in the Senate-chamber, Theodore Parker 
was indicted by a Massachusetts jury for the 
misdemeanor of a speech in Faneuil Hal! against 
the kidknapping of one. of his own parishioners. 


Then, too, there is.spmethingitouching in his 


heroic though unequal struggle with mortal 
weakness and disease, as we follow him from 
that Albany inundatiora, when he first felt the f»r 
tal arrowJn his side that ere long let his life out, 
on through to the sombre cypresses of the ceme- 
tery at Flore uce. Scarcely abating his labors, 
so multiform and multiplied, but working on, 
preaching against the advice of his physiciaas, 
when it was necessary to steady himself by 
grasping the desk with both band)!, till, from 
his excessive labors, at the age of forty-seven he 
felt as if the digits were reversed, and he were 
seventy-four. And when at length compelled 
to resign his charge and seek a,milder climate, 
"withonly nine chances against him to one 
in his favor," it was not to rest, but only to ex-( 
perid his residue of strength in new and ex- 
hausting activities.

We aw learn- 
ing tliat disease is generally caused by miscotv' 
duct; by avoiding tlic causes, w« csbape tb« 
consequences. 
Hence, in nearly all civilised 


countries thc average duration of life is stead' 
ily increasing. In Geneva, accurate register* 
havh been kept of the yearly average of lift 
since 1560, which was then twenty-two years 
six months; in 188*. It was forty yeers ftws 
mouths. 
Thus, in fcss than three hundred 


years tbc average duration of life to B*««y 
doubled. In the fourteenth century, the average 
mortality in Parts was one in sixteen; It tenpw 
about one in thirty-two (or, rather, tt wat bufccfe 
the Franco-Prussian war). In England, the 
rate of mortality In 1«BO waa one In tbhty- 
three; now, about one in forty-two*

Articles' of association of the Chicago au<3 


Atlantic, and Pittsburgh and Baltimore -and 
Continental roads, under title of the Chicago 
arid Atlantic, -have been tiled.

PHILOSOPHY TB, SCIENCE. 


Quei-y^-\Vhat is the difference, or distinction, 


between the terms of Philosophy and Science ? 


Ans. — By the tei-m Philosophy we mean to 


express the knowledge we have of the vast 
catalogue of causation, sometimes termed 
the 
laws of nature, which means 
tho 


forces and motors which propel the visible and 
invisible machinery of tlw fiimixi Architert, 
which everywhere meet the eye in every de- 
partment of 'the Universe ; whether it be in 
mind or matter. By the term mind. I ,mean 
to include every variety of intellectual mani- 
festation. Of matter, every substance cogniza- 
ble to the physical senses. Hence the term 
Philosophy may be termed the knowledge and 
study of causes ; while Science may be termed 
tbe knowledge' and study of 'cflects, or tl»e hu- 
man iuterprelatkws^f those causes traced from 
effefita, so far as the finite power of the human 
intellect is capable of comprehending and ex- 


1 plaining the infinite. 


Thus Philosophy is the cause, or rattier rep- 


resente the causes ; science the eflects. Hence 


• in our philosophical researches we pursue 
causes to their ultimate and 'legitimate eftects ; 
but in 'our, scientific investigations," we" 'twee 
eficet* back to their causes. Hence,, too, Phi- 
loioplfjr *is', metaphysical— the 'hypothesis,— 
^hereas science is physical, tangible, 'material. 
Now,,'io make, a practical apjjlicatioh tot our 
,defiait|oo,cthe facts of creation, life and t exist- 
ence. : I*hilosopliy 'embraces tiie entire* 'domain 
of tlje ideal.; ("fiaSopB1 tte Worid of 'i-i«bfe;rea)ity. 
Hence Fhilowopliy. "a tbe puafitof 'S^ewe, «fa& 
innst, of necessity, always prccwic it. E. H. 


One of the questions upon which there, is a 


-wido'diflerencc of opinion, -is ^whether: o\v;.y 
person .committing suicide is not necessarily 
more or less'insane., It is possible that some 
light may Iw tluxtwn upon this subject by the 
greafcnunibcr of siu'cides which '.-are now com- 
mited in the insane attempt to kindle liws in 
stoves and mrnaciii by jjouring kerosene oil 
njxjn the lighted wootl or eoal. 
Wftliiu the 


last thirty (lays over thirty, deaths have been ix> 
conled a.s having taken place from this ciiiise. 
In t-be liglit' of'longfexperience, and of commoii 
knowledge ofthe inflammable character of oil, 
and the certain consequences if the lire com- 
municate With the contents of the ewi, men 
and women continue day after day to pour oil 
upon lighted fires, and are thereby themselves 
burned to death. If any persnn were to un- 
dertake to hastenthe ignition ofa fire by pour- 
ing gunpowder on it, he could hardly be called 
sane, and yet tbe danger of an explosion and 
loss of life from tlie use of kei-osene for the 
same purpose is hardly less than from the use 
of powder. Tlic use of kerosene by persons iu 
ttie kitchen to hasten the cofnbustion of fuel 
is more geneial than is supposed, it is used iu 
hundreds of houses without the knowledge and 
against tlto orders of the housekeeper. In 
countless cases tin? fatal accident is' ih« first 
knowledge that the head of the family has of 
the use "of the ha/aidous oil. It is ' said by 
those who habitually use it: '•! have used it 
for months, and never hail an accident; " but 
I'he accident, nevertheless, comes, and the 
-v ic- 


tim dies in lioii'ible" pain and suffering 
That 


it may be used carefully without an explosion 
is possible, but that the careful use of it will 
soon fall into Uie careless- use, ending in the 
literal burning alive Of the unfortunate opera- 
tor, is reduced to ait eventual certainty. So 
certain is the ultimate fatality from the use of 
kerosene to hasten combustion of fuel in it 
stove that'the person who adopts'it for that 
purpose, nnd Is burned to'death, may be said to 
•commit suicide. As weil experiment with a 
loaded revolver against the body, or with pow- 
der poured from a flask, or with'nitro-glycerin«,

Awakened at 3 A. M., by the sturdy rap of 


Weaver's fane, we run down stairs, put the 
draft on thu fire, and by the time we are rigged 
out iu canvas gunning suit, with great bools 
reaching above the knees, we find the toftec 
ready.

may possibly supply this deficiency. 


If a dairyman should inquire what causes tlie 


best grasses to grow so luxuriantly in the val- 
leys of the Green Mountains, tlic question 
might be answered in a few words. The soils 
of these valleys hav<? been formed by tlic disin- 
tegration and decomposition of the granite, 
gneiss, mica »'-'-te and limestone, or carbonate 
of lime, abounding in tliose regions, and the 
vegetable matters mingled with the suits de-

then reasonably expect to find those regioni 
productive, since their soils undoubtedly con-

and potash, and nome specimens of mica give

-The argillaceous soils of those portions of the 


Western Reserve", Ohio, which exhibit tlie richest 
pastures and meadows, contain not potash only, 
but more or lew of the salts of lime, especially 
the carbonate aud sulphate of lime, and very 
Jikoly Fomewhat of the phosphate of liine. De- 
aides these earthy salts, analysis proves that 
geine, or vegetable matter is not wanting in our 


'• productive clayey soils.

A toss of her pretty 
icad whon her rival's name is mentioned, icnrl 
of the lip, an cle\alion of the finely r<iched 
jrow, a meaning look from under the silken 
ashes, ami her put pose is accomplished. The 
victim is conscious of a coldness when she goes 
nto society, of being slighted, neglected, count- 
ed out among her associates, but cannot divine 
the reason. Very soon tin; slanderer's tongue, 
the vigilant auxiliary, takes up tho case and cii- 
cuialcs with many a nod and wink a surmise of 
something wrong, desertion by her lover, the 
engagement broken oil', etc. If tho Victim has 
a good constitution and is not too sensitively 
organized she may live ou her allotted time oven 
with the indefinable cloud resting upon her. If 
delicately constiucted and keenly alive to the 
hurt, she sinks into an early grave, o\or which 
the chronicler tells you that she died of consump- 
tion, the rcmoiseful foe o(' youth and beauty, 
when he should have said "killed by a sneer." 


CtffeTOMS IN JAFAK. 
, 


On th<3 first day of March in the prcserit year, 


,he young Empress of Japan, departing from an 
uicicnt custom, inaugurated the new one of 
vearing her eyebrows and allowing her teeth to 
•cmaln whlto. This radical change In the very 
irst principles of cosmetic science and sexual 
etiquette in Japan, deserves more than a mere 
>assfng notice. 


One of 'the most striking things in Japan to 


:he eye of a foreigner, Is the universal absence 
of eyebrows from'the faces of married women, 
and the jot black dye upon the teeth of adult 
women. All wom'sn, after theii1 marriage, apply 
the razor to their eyebrows, 01 if brave to endure 
iain, pluck each hair out by. tho roots. Enter- 
ing the home of her husbwid, tho bride changes 


r beautiful white teeth to an inky black, by 


applying nutgalls and iron. More than this, 
each spinster, when she reaches adult years, 
from eighteen to twenty, likewise dyes her teeth 


of marriage, as Is usually supposed by most 
foielgnets, but of adult agp. 


Ow of the, most remarkable facts connected 


with the, custom is its universal prevalence. In 
cyeiy part of tho counlry, and throughout all 
classes of society, the practice is followed with a 
religious frequency and regularity. In all parts 
of japan which the writer has visited, he has 
personally observed that the women of every 
c'.a'.s are invariably addlctcfl to the practice. 
Though tlie style ofc coiffure, details of drrm, 
Ac., may vary in different places, the black teeth 
and iack of eyebrows are universal, 


It is gcneuilly staled by foreign writers that 


the Japanese wives shave their eyebrows and 
dye their teeth in token of fidelity to their hns- 
biinrts. Tho, story, as usually told in foreign 
books, is that the' custom was 01 Urinated by a 
certain pjinccss-bolle who, having many suitors, 
finally chose one, and to show hev devotion and 
npjHJilse Ins jealousy, she djo.d her toeth black 
and plucked out her eyebrows. 


This story must go the way of thu host of 


fictions about Japan. The writerhasquestioncd 
many Japanese in various parts of tho country, 
but each aveirod that he had never heard of the 
story, and scouted it. None'of them knew the 
oiigin of tho custom, it being lost in antiquity 
'"'he books of etiquette in Japan, which form a 
library by themselves, givo no account of the 
oiigin of the stKinge practice; we mast, tlieie- 
fote, relegate the industriously copied fiction to 
the linilw where lie so many other curious 
" f'.iots " credited to Japan. 


The foreigner, on first arriving in Japan, Is 


disgusted and almost appalled at the sight of a 
mouth that looks like a cavern of coal; but, long 
familiarity and constant association with the 
native.* remove all sense of the hoirible. A set 
of teeth polished like jet is not jcally repelling; 
our blue eves must appear to them ns strange 
as their shining black teeth do to us. A Japan- 
oso lady, A\ ith glittering black eyns and shining 
bl.ick teeth, is not u hideous object1. The chem- 
ical composition of the dye is the samo in sub- 
stance as that of pur common wilting ink. Tho 
Japanese phrase it " applying the metal." Wo- 
men of tho working classes bl.vokrn their teeth 
twice or thrice a week; ladies ii. the higher 
grades of socle! y dye and polish them, daily. 


ARTIFICIAL 'MANURES. ,^ 


J. B. Lawfs, the well-knownclwmistand ex- 


perimental farmer, Rothamrtead. England, ha* 
sent to the Massachusetts Agricultural Society, 
three toiu of super-phosphate of lime mad* from 
the Charleston phosphates. In his tetter be 
says:— 
* 
' 


" The manures I have forwarded to you are 


made entirely from Charleston phosphates aud 
sulphuric acid. I have selected this substance 
In preference to our own phosphate, as better to 
prove to you that you have one of the best 
phosphates which the world produces, but also 
one which can yield a commercial super-phos- 
phate cheaper than any other Charleston phos- 
phate, as Imported Into this country, contains 
from fifty-seven to sixty per cent, of phosphate 
of lime. When ground and mixed with sulphuric 
acid in the proportion of 100 phosphate to about 
80 acid, it yields a product of 30 to S3 phosphate 
rendered soluble and not more than three to 
four per cent, insoluble. In your country the 
phosphate c.m he raised at a cost of less than 
20s. per ton ; the grinding would cost, at the 
most, 6s. per ton, the acid 60s. per ton; in fact, 
the net cost of the super-phospltate, ready to 
pack in bags, ought not to be more than 40s. 
per ton of 2,240 'pounds, and all the phosphoric 
acid should be rendered soluble except two or 
three per cent. As these manures are required 
for experimental purposes, I beg to offer them 
to tho Massachusetts Agricultural Society with- 
out diarge, and also the following summary, 
which may be said to comprise the results of 
my experience and practice in regard to artificial 
manures for the last thirty years': 


The only two substances really required in 


artificial manures are: First, nitrogen; second, 
phosphate of lime, Nitrogen is useful in thiee 
forms: First, ai nitric acid; second, as ammo- 
nia; third, ai organic decomposable matter, 
yielding ammonia- or nitric acid. 


Nitrogen is more \aluableintlK1 form of nitric 


acid than it is as ammonia, and ammonia is 
more valuable than decaying substances yield- 
ing it. The best possiUe manure for nil grami- 
neous crops, wheat, bail'y, maize, oats, auuar- 
cane, rice, pasture grass, is a mixture of super- 
phosphate of lime and nitrate of soda; 300 Ibs. 
of super-phosphate of lime anil 275 Ibs. of nitrate 
of soda, applied eveiy year to one acre of ordi- 
nary English land, has for twenty consecutive 
years given a produce annually of six quartern 
in bailey; fourteen tons of farm-yard dung ap- 
plied annually over tlie same period, has jriven 
the same produce in barley. 
Super-phosphate 


of lime is a special chemical manufacture, 
which can he made cheaper on a large than on 
a small scale, and therefore farmers ought to 
buy it cheaper than they can make it; but it is 
better to make np their own compound manures, 
purchasing their nitrate of soda or stilts of am-

The 
chorus sunhcs in many hnn'dieds of English 
popular sotu^, but notably in the beautiful hal- 
lail, "Tlio Three Ravens," preserved in Mclis-

Tooial i.s the Celtic 
tutail—slow ; awl looral, in the same \oncrajble 
speech, isInathrail—(pronounced hiatail)quick, 
si'j;ni(Ving :i vaiiation in the time of some musi- 
cal composition or maich. Tooral looral is thus 
akin in construction to the words moieioconlly 
adopted fiom the Jtali.tn, to signify the harpis- 
cliord of our ancestois—thf pianofoito. 


A third chorus, which, thanks to (he E!U,i- 


bcthan writers, has not been vulgarUcd, is that 
which occurs in John Chalkhill'-s " 3'raisr of a 
Countryman's Life," quoted by I/,aak Walton:

Europe, in now desolate Blonehengc, and a 
thousand other circles, where the sun was wor- 
shipped as the emblem of the Divinity. The 
second portion of the diottis. " Higli trolollie., 
lee," is in Celtic, " Ai tra, U, la, H," which sig- 
nifies, "Hail caily day! Hail bright, day!" 
The repetition of the woul "la," as often as it 
was required for the exigencies of the music, 
accounts for the chorus, in the form in which 
it has descended to modern times. 


inonia. ft is not, advisable to sow artificial 
manures with beans, peas, taies, or other )e«n- 
minous plants. Corn and root crop* will take 
all the artificial manure which (he fanner can 
afford to pay for. Super-phosphate of lime 
should always be placed under the soil, either 
by drilling or harrowing in when the seed is 
sown. Nitrate of soda may be sown in the 
same T» ay, or it may be sow n broadcast when 
thfl crop is up. The increase in the c^owth of 
the cereal crop is much mote dependent upon 
tho nitrogen supplied than on the phosphoric 
acid. Potash is generally found in sufficient, 
quantities in soils, and the artificial supply is 
not requited. "

manure, to be most efficient in raising croiis, 
.should be well rotted, but this is a mistake. 
Manure loses heavy per centage. Fresh ma- 
nure, dripping with animal urine, hauled directly 
from the stable on tho land and plowed under, 
is worth nearly double that which has decom- 
posed to saponaceous consistency. When it is 
convenient for farmeis to haul manure on corn 
gi omul from the stable as fast us it is mack', it 
saves handling it twice, and t'oiw;trd.-i the work 
in busy spi ing time. No fo'lrs npcd *>c enter- 
tained that the atmosphere will catry otfthc 
strength of tho manure if left on the sin face 
The only danger to be apprehended by this 
method'will bo in case of the ground being 
frown and covered with snow and ice whfn 
the manure is applied; if upon sloping land, the 
virtue of the maniue might w.ish away, but on 
level l.tnd there is no exception to this plan of 
operation during the entire fall and wihter 
season.

The Due wrote some 
couplets on the fete-day of Madame la Duchesse 
d'Orleans, regular in structure, but most inane 
and insipid; he placed the name of the Abbe 
Delille beneath them, caused the verses to be 
printed in a faw copies of a newspapei printed 
in another town, and contrived that one of 
these copies should reach the Abbe, whose vex- 
ation wa.-t intense. Neaily parallel to this is 
the achievement of an American newspaper a 
few years ai?o, in which some wretched verses 
were printed, and ascribed to the pen of the 
eminent poet, William C. Bryant; these were 
copied in many other papers, and came to the 
astonished eyes of Bryant himself. When the 
editor some time afterwards was asked for an 
explanation, he boldly avowed that his purpi 3C 
was to establish the fact that, nq matter t ow 
atrocious an effusion might be, the name f a 
poet who had < established a reputation would 
make it true poetry in the eyes of a large ma- 
jority of poetry readers.
